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Get help on Working Tax Credit 


THE way that help with childcare 
costs is paid through Working Tax 
Credit (WTC) is being simplified. 
Changes in the system mean that 
more families will be able to get help 
towards fixed period childcare costs 
(for example during the school 
holidays). This will give families the 
extra help when they need it, instead 
of costs being spread out over 12 
months. 

WTC provides help for working 
families towards the cost of childcare 
while they work. You can get it if 
you are a lone parent or a couple and 
you both work for 16 or more hours a 
week (or where one of you works and 


the other cannot work because of ill- 
health). The childcare costs must be 
“approved”. 

Contact the Tax Credits Office if you 
already get WTC but don’t receive 
help towards your childcare costs. If 
you don’t already get WTC you may 
be able to claim now even if you could 
not previously get help. 

To claim tax credits call the Tax 
Credits Helpline on 0845 300 3900 (or 
0845 300 3909 for textphone users). 
You may also get extra help towards 
your rent and Council Tax if you are 
paying for approved childcare. 

Many working families miss out on 
extra help because they don’t know 


they can claim. 

If you would like to check if you are 
claiming all your benefits contact the 
council’s Welfare Rights Service for a

WITH the last few hours 
of his year in office 
ticking away, 

Greenwich’s outgoing 
Mayor Allan MacCarthy 
was busy in his parlour, 
clearing out his in-tray 
and writing his last few 
official letters. 

The new Mayor, Cllr 
Barbara Barwick, was 
inaugurated the following 
evening. A full report on 
her hopes and plans for the 
coming year will appear in 
GT next week. 

What an action-packed 
year it was for Cllr 
MacCarthy. He accepted 
about 600 invitations to 
attend events. He met 
thousands of Greenwich 
residents, of all ages. He 
also raised more than 
£30,000 to be split between 
his chosen charities - 
Macmillan Cancer 

Support, Volunteer Centre 
Greenwich, and 

Greenwich Mencap. 

“It’s been a special and real 
privilege for me in the year 
of the announcement of 
our royal borough status, 
which is a very rare and 
special honour,” he said. 

Cllr MacCarthy, who was 
born in Woolwich, has a 
wealth of anecdotes - and 
at least two of them put 
him in a spot of danger. 
“Everyone seems to know 
about the time I attended 
the 100th birthday party 
for a lady called Daisy at a 
care home in Kidbrooke,” 
he said. “As she went to 
cut her cake, she swung 
the large knife she had 
been given to use. In her 
excitement it came 
hurtling towards me and I 
only just managed to get 
out the way in time, while 
all the other ladies looked 
at me in some surprise. 

“Then a group of toddlers 
tried to get me with their 
teddy bears! It was at 
Charlton House which had 
a teddy bears’ picnic on the 
lawn. Two little boys 
started hitting me with 
their teddies, and then all 
the others joined in. I 
couldn’t stand up in case I 
trod on one of them. 

“I was wearing the 
mayoral chain, which is 
very valuable, and I was 
really worried about it 


getting damaged. I don’t 
know what the insurance 
company would have said 
about a claim that said the 
damage was caused by 
three-year-olds wielding 
teddy bears. 

“I’ve met lots of 
community groups 

throughout the borough - 
so much happens that 
simply wouldn’t happen 
without all the volunteers 
we have.

submariners who played 
cricket at the North Pole. 
I’ve met Field Marshalls and 
private soldiers. I’ve met 
judges and visited a court 
and a prison. 

“I’ve been very taken by 
the amazing things young 
people do - the cadet forces 
of police, sea and army. 
They have all impressed 
me enormously by their 
commitment. Police 
cadets, for instance, help 
by test shopping for the 
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authorities to check that 
shopkeepers aren’t selling 
anything they shouldn’t to 
under-age youngsters. 

“I was also very 
impressed by the Archway 
project in Abbey Wood, 
which is doing so much to 
help young people.” 

Children can sometimes 
come out with questions 
hit you with the speed of a 
torpedo. Cllr MacCarthy 
said: “They’ve asked me if 
I live in a palace, and one 
group asked me what I 
thought I could do better if 
I was mayor again. 

“Actually, I would like to 
have organised visits from 
all the primary schools to 
the Town Hall, with the 
aid of knowledgeable 
volunteers to show them 
the mayor’s insignia and 
how the council works. 

“I’ve learnt so many 
things. We have so much 
history, particularly in 
Woolwich. I discovered the 
RAF seems to have had its 
early roots in the 
Woolwich Arsenal - and 
the first deep-sea dive into 
the Thames took place in 
Woolwich in 17th Century. 

“I’ve been very proud to 
represent Greenwich.

A BENEFIT cheat has been jailed for 18 
months at Maidstone Crown Court. It’s 
the result of the latest joint operation 
led by Greenwich Council, the police and 
the Department for Work and Pensions. 
Thirty-nine-year-old single mother 
Moriam Ologunro from Thamesmead 
had fraudulently obtained about £99,000 
over a ten-year period. Ms Ologunro, also 
known as Ms Susan Ali, was arrested and 
charged with the use of false documents. 
An investigation showed she had 
obtained employment with a NHS Trust 
in Kent froml999 and used a false birth 
certificate and false passport in support 
of a criminal records check. 

Further enquiries by Greenwich Council 
found that Ms Ologunro had claimed 
income support, housing and Council 
Tax benefit for over ten years that she 
was employed with the NHS Trust, under 
the false name of Ms Ali. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for community 
safety, said: “ This sends a strong 
message to people committing fraud in 
that if you break the law, we will find you 
and prosecute you. 

“It’s also a really positive step in 
ensuring the right people receive the 
right benefit.”

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Readers - meet the writer!

PASSIONATE reader turned 
popular author Vestal McIntyre is 
right here in Greenwich, every 
day, to share his love and his 
knowledge of books with us. 

The 38-year-old American - whose 
hardback novel ‘Lake Overturn’ 
is published by Harper Collins in 
paperback this month - is one of 
the team of booksellers in 
Waterstone’s, by the entrance to 
the Cutty Sark DLR station in the 
town centre. 

When Vestal’s not working in the 
shop, he’s at home in Blackheath, 
writing with the windows open. 
“One of the first things I noticed 
coming to live over here was the 
sounds of all the different birds. 
They're beautiful,” said the man, 
originally from Idaho, who was 
working as a bistro-waiter in New 
York not so long ago. 

“I used to live in a tiny apartment 
in a narrow street in the city - so I 
had to “escape” to a cabin in the 
pinewoods in upstate New York 
to write. Yes, there was the scent 
of the trees and the wind - and the 
racoons used to come right up to 
my door - but, in London, there is 
just so much more green space. 
You're ‘in the city’ but you've got 
the best of both worlds. 

“There's beautiful Greenwich 
Park to cycle through - and 



always a lovely, quiet park bench 
to go to when you're thinking.” 
Vestal, whose first book - a 
collection of short stories called 
‘You Are Not the One’ - was 
published by Harper Collins in 
the UK in 2004, is now settled in 
Greenwich with his English 
partner. 

He loves his day-to-day life as a 
bookseller, and his favourite 
times are when bookclub 
organisers come into the shop 
and ask for advice on what to 
include on their reading list. 
“There are a lot of bookclubs in 
this area,” he said. “And we have a 
free in-store bookclub here too at 
Waterstone’s which meets once a 
month on Wednesday evenings, 
and everyone is welcome.” 
“Discussions are chaired by 
Gloria, who works here in the 
store. She’s a voracious reader 
and she knows her stuff'! We have 
fliers carrying this month’s 
bookclub selection on the 
counter. Everyone who has read 
the book just shows up, has a 


glass of wine and chats it up. 
“Readers will have come at the 
book from different perspectives, 
so they tend to take sides and 
hash it all out'!" 

Vestal, who has worked in the 
store for over 18 months, says it’s 
always reasonably busy - despite 
the recession. “We have the 
tourist section and the maritime 
section right at the front to 
attract any visitors to 
Greenwich,” he said. “But we 
have lots of local customers too. 

It seems to me they really like 
their literary fiction - as opposed 
to the popular blockbusters - 
much more than customers in 
many other bookstores. 

“Literary fiction is my taste too - 
so I’m really happy to help if they 
ask for advice. 

I might say, ‘If you liked that, why 
not try this?’ If I get the chance, I 
like to take people on a little tour 
of all my favourite books.” 

Vestal was brought up in a small 
community back in Idaho, and his 
own writing has tended to focus 
on that kind of theme so far. 

Lake Overturn revolves around a 
pair of single mothers and their 
sons. He’s almost finished his 
third book - “and I'm thinking 
about a couple of others too,” he 
told GT. 

“My very first novel was rejected 
by everyone - but I've never 
stopped writing!”

Traders mark 25 years on art and crafts stalls

SILVER balloons and a 
unique hand-crafted clock 
revealed it was time to 
celebrate at Greenwich 
covered market on Friday, 
May 21. 

The historic market, which 
features in records back to 
1700, was first established on 
the cobbles on the current 
‘island site' in 1827. 

The market started selling 
arts and crafts 25 years ago - 
which was the reason for the 
party last month. 

There was music, workshops 
and demonstrations from 
noon, performances by 
schoolchildren, and speeches 
and the grand unveiling of the 
new clock-in-the-rafters. 

Special guests at the 
unveiling ceremony included 
outgoing Greenwich Mayor 
Cllr Allan MacCarthy, as well 
as Greenwich and Woolwich 
MP Nick Raynsford, and 
Martin Sands, the Director of 
The Greenwich Hospital 
Estate, which manages the 
market. 

The 25-inch English oak cube 
with an antique face, was 
made by one of the original 
arts and crafts stallholders 
Les Grayson, who is still out 
there every Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Les got woodwork GCE and 
has been self-taught 
thereafter. 

He told GT: "I was asked to 
create something which 
wasn’t too modern - something 
in keeping with the age of the 
arts and crafts market.” 

The Wood craftsman/laser 
engraver said: "I was running 
a factory and a wood 


workshop when my dad died 
at the age of 58. 

“At that point, I decided that 
‘life's too short’ and came here 
to the market.” 

He recalled: “In the very 
early days of the arts and 
crafts here, the shops weren't 
open on Sundays, and there 
was loads of money being 
spent! 

“I still enjoy it here.” 

Another of the original 


stallholders who’s still around 
is jeweller Ali Paton. 

She told GT: “Twenty-five 
years ago I was an 
unemployed actress. I’d done 
Cinderella, parts like that, in 
pantos round the country. 

“The only other thing I could 
do was make jewellery - so I 
decided to set up here.” 

Ali, whose 12-year-old 
daughter Robin is now a rising 
actress at Thomas Tallis 


School, Kidbrooke, added: “It's 
the people who keep me in this 
market. They're so creative, so 
hardworking and loyal. I’ve 
made friends here for life!” 

One of the newcomers to the 
arts and crafts market is cake- 
maker Ruby Amar from 
North London. Ruby first set 
up her stall last November, 
specialising in bakery that is 
dairy-and-eggs-free, as well as 
sugar-and-wheat-free. 

She told GT: “I make 
everything on the stall from 
scratch. And I love Greenwich. 

“Without a doubt, this is 
definitely one of the top 
markets in London. That's 
why I am so pleased to be a 
part of it.” 

A heart-shaped quilt made 
by party-revellers is going up 
in Greenwich covered market 
to celebrate the 25th birthday 
of the arts and crafts stalls. 

The collage of everything 
from organza and nets to 
sequins and sparkles is called 
GASP - Greenwich 
Anniversary Sewing 

Patchwork. 

It was created in an 
afternoon by visitors to the 
Silver Jubilee party. 

The sewing workshop for all 
age-groups was organised by 
Greenwich-based fashion 
designer Libby-Rose. 

She told GT: “We made a 
patchwork for Valentine's Day, 
and here’s another chance for 
people to learn to sew - from 
beginners onwards - using the 
modern, faster electric sewing 
machine.”

A SHBURNHAM Grove is alive 
with the sounds of digging 
and laughter one Saturday 
morning each month. 

It’s the keen volunteers from the 
flourishing gardening project run by 
the Ashburnham Triangle Association 
(ATA), and they’re helping out at 
Greenwich Council’s 11-place 
Ashburnham Residential Home for 
people with learning disabilities.

spokesperson for the volunteers, told 
us: “The plinth for it, paid for by the 
council, was prepared in the 
week... and a greenhouse is on its way.” 

The group can’t wait to start growing 
tomatoes, peppers and cucumbers in 
earnest as soon as it arrives. 

This groundbreaking gardening link- 
up started in 2008 when near- 
neighbours Audrey Ringrose and Sara 
Emanuel went over and made contact 
with the residential home. Since then, 
Sara has organised the monthly 


working parties. First, they filled the 
patio with flowers and sensory plants, 
and now there is a compost bin and a 
thriving vegetable patch. 

They’ve recently had a major cash 
boost. Audrey said: “We applied for 
and got a grant from ‘Capital Growth’ 
of £842.30.

Audrey Ringrose said: “A few weeks 
ago we saw a row of lovely tiny 
daffodils nodding against a grim bare 
brick wall. We’d trenched them in for 
the winter and forgotten where we’d 
put them!” 

The volunteers have recently 


planted tiny plum and apple trees, 
they have plans for everything from 
parsnips and spinach to sweetcorn, 
squash, rhubarb and Jerusalem 
artichokes, and they’re busy edging 
some of the borders with English 
bamboo. 

Sara summed up: “A donation of lots 
of compost from Thompson’s garden 
centre on Shooters Hill has really 
made a difference. And, between the 
home and ourselves, we’re such a 
fantastic team!”

A COUPLE of friends in 
Abbey Wood have realised 
a long-standing 
landscaping dream with 
the help of Greenwich 
Council. 

Tenants Judy Knopp and 
Pauline Hubbard have 
joined forces with their 
local housing office to get 
land in the heart of their 
estate on Knee Hill 
Crescent cleared - and 
available now as 
individual leisure plots 
for any interested 
neighbours. 

The long stretch of land 
below Judy and Pauline’s 
windows has always lain 
fallow. So, a couple of 
years ago, - on the 
principal “if you don’t 
ask you don’t get” - the 
pair started talking to 
their estate officers 
about it. 

Pauline, a former 
professional gardener 
who has lived there for 52 
years, told GT: 
“Greenwich Council said 
we could use it - as long as 
there was no expense to 
them.” 

Judy, a tenant there since 
1972, said: “Council tree 
pruners came at the end 
of last year. Then they 
sent someone to extend 
our water source so we 
can use a hose down 
there, and they have also 
repaired a part of the 


wooden fence for us. 
“Then, just after Easter, a 
whole team of workers 
from the council’s new 
250-strong environmental 
team of people which they 
recruited last year spent 
six days here - from noon 
until 8pm! - clearing the 
land with forks and rakes. 
They’ve also cleared other 
areas at the back of this 
estate and by the main 
road.” 

Judy summed up: “We 
want to use Greenwich 
Time to say a big, big 
thank you to Greenwich 
Council for all their hard 
work on this for us.” 

Judy already has a little 
flower-garden at the end 
of the strip, and Pauline 
is about to get stuck in, 
but the rest of the newly- 
cleared land is up for 
grabs for any of the other 
tenants on the 96-home 
estate. 

Judy said: “All anyone 
needs to do is to talk to 
our estate office in 
Eynsham Drive.” 

Knee Hill Crescent is in 
an ideal setting on the 
edge of London’s Green 
Chain Walk route. Any 
wanabee gardeners will 
be working out there with 
the sight and sound of 
wood-pigeons, blue tits 
and magpies. “And we’ve 
even had parakeets here,” 
said Judy.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

ENGLAND’S dreaming once 
k p more. The flags are out, the 

^ gloves are off and as well as 

talk of the country’s past 
^ ~ footballing glory, you might 
hear the strains of a 

rehashed anthem or two from the sport’s 
musical glory days. . . 

There is no official England World Cup song 
this time around, and the fact that two of 
footy’s most enduring singalongs have been 
lazily reissued demonstrates the innate 
difficulty in penning a great football 
anthem. 

Baddiel and Skinner’s Three Lions was 
undoubtedly the terrace chant’s finest hour, 
but it’s been forty-four years of hurt 
now, and that doesn’t trip off the 
tongue nearly as nicely as ‘thirty 
years’ does. 

And it feels almost as long since 
John Barnes was ‘rapping’ over 
New Order’s seminal World In 
Motion, the soundtrack to Italia ’90 
that has also reappeared. 

It’s no mean feat to write a 
good’n, then: the tune’s got to 
be catchy without being 
annoying, and too often 
football fans are treated 
like morons, spoonfed 
with banal lyrics. 

It ’s not something Ant 
and Dec considered with 
the horrifyingly 
repetitive ‘On The Ball’, 
which only united the 
nation in its hatred of 
the horrendous tune . . . 

But Charlton D J Richie 
E Edwin hopes to unite 
fans on the terraces of 


Rustenburg, Cape Town - and back home, 
singing along to his terrific World Cup song, 
‘2B or not 2B, (My England)’. 

Richie told us: “For people to be chanting 
my song in the pubs while the world cup’s 
on the terraces - 1 would be absolutely 
ecstatic. That’s the dream, that’s the 
passion - for people to be singing that 
chorus. 

“The song is very much ‘pumped up’ - it’s 
for the terraces, it’s for the pubs, and 
hopefully it will do well and bring people 
together there.” And the words of the song 
are not the usual bombastic call to arms - 
so where did the inspiration for the cryptic 
lyrics come from? 

“I was asking a few of my friends if 
England were going to win the World 
Cup, and people were saying ‘yes’,

expectation of the national team lifting the 
famous trophy on July 11, the D J is hoping 
to win a contest of his own. 

“We’re through the quarter-finals of the 
TalkSPORT World Cup song competition,” 
he said as GT went to press. “And we came 
second in the BBC Radio 5 contest on 909.” 
Richie wrote all the music and lyrics, which 
also shed light on some of the shining 
talents of the England squad’s past. 

“I thought that mentioning a few known 
stars in the song worked well, and I looked 
at focal points in this country at the 
moment. Everybody knows Ian Wright and 
Gary Lineker, but do they know the 1966 
World Cup group? After Bobby Moore and 
Bobby Charlton people start to struggle, so 
I thought bring it back to mainstream, 
rather than keeping it on an old school 
vibe.” 

The song was released on May 17, and 
Richie and his family and friends are 
hoping the song will strike a chord across 
the nation.

classic, Bad Lieutenant. In the 
title role this time is Nicolas 
Cage as the corrupt and drug 
addled cop, Terence 
McDonagh, assigned to the 
case of a family of immigrants 
from Africa who are murdered 
in a drugs related execution. 
As McDonagh delves deeper, 
his actions spiral out of 
control when he trades police 
protection for sexual favours, 
steals drugs from crime scenes 
and attempts to balance a 
personal life that consists of 
an alcoholic father and 
prostitute girlfriend played by 
Eva Mendes. 

Herzog has made a career 
of the psychological study 
of characters pushed to 
the margins of society 
in his feature films and 
documentaries, and the 
blue print created by 
Abel Ferrara’s 1992 
original is the perfect 
template for the 
German maestro. Set 
against the backdrop of 1 
post-hurricane Katrina 
New Orleans, Cage provides 
the perfect vehicle for 
Herzog’s character dissection 
of man-out-of-control set 
against the unpredictability of 
nature, in much the same way 
that his classics Grizzly Man, 
Fitzcarraldo and Rescue Dawn 
achieved their acclaim. Cage

Although Port of Call New 
Orleans succeeds in depicting 
the dichotomy of a man on the 
edge trying to balance ‘doing 
the right thing’ (in this case 
McDonagh solving his crime) 
with his own inner demons, it 
lacks the intensity and gritty 
realism that made the original 


such a cult classic. In part 
that’s due to Harvey Keitel’s 
performance in Ferrara’s 
version, but also because you 
never really grow to loathe 
Cage’s character. Sure, there 
are scenes where McDonagh’s 
actions border on the 
unfathomable (pulling a gun 
on one of the female 
inhabitants at an old people’s 
home), but he never really hits 
the bowels of despair and 
repulsion that Keitel attains 
in the original. Rather than 
feeling repulsion, you can’t 
help but be entertained by the 
charismatic Cage. 

The movie certainly hasn’t 
been without its 
controversies. Although a 
clear reboot of the original, 
Herzog has always 
maintained that he has never 
even seen the Ferrara version 
- which is something of a 
complexing claim given the 
obvious parallels that run 
through both, and the fact 
that their titles are the same. 
Indeed, it’s such a contentious 
claim that it allegedly 
provoked his counterpart into 
wishing that the German 
director and cast ‘burn in 
Hell’. But regardless of the 
short-comings that PoCNO 
may have against its 
predecessor, it highlights 
Herzog’s continued ability to 
utilise the subjects that he 
puts on screen to great effect.

He’s Robin 
the rich 

WHAT is it about this mythical 
archer who stole from the rich 
to give to the poor? From Errol 
Flynn (1938) to Kevin Costner 
(1991) via Disney (1973) - notto mention 
a BBC TV series, producers and 
directors inexorably return to make 'just 
one more film’. 

The latest version of Robin Hood, directed 
by Ridley Scott (Alien, Thelma and Louise 
and Gladiator), and starring Russell 
Crowe and Cate Blanchett attempts to 
explain the man behind the legend and 
intriguingly, ends where previous 
versions begin; a prequel with sequels 
sure to follow. 

Returning home from France, Robin finds 
his England under siege from three fronts 
- from King John (Oscar Issac), weak and 
insecure, resentful of his dead brother’s 
popularity; from France, ever- 
treacherous and seeking to exploit John’s 
weakness, and from the Church, greedy 
and un-Christian. He makes his way to 
Nottingham, duty bound to return a dead 
knight’s sword to its rightful owner, Sir

Walter of Loxley (Max von Sydow). Here, 
he finds his place of birth, he finds himself 
and he finds his love, Marion of Loxley, 
played by Blanchett.. 

The leading lady and Crowe are well 
matched, their romance delicate and 
charming. Blanchett is intriguing, 
sometime stunning, sometimes plain, but 
always in command, moving seamlessly 
from loyal wife to fearless warrior. Her 
sense of ease and grace of movement 
contrast with Crowe’s aggression and 
masculinity. But, Crowe surprises: now a 
natural leader, now a touching husband, 
thoughtful and reflective in his search for 
who he really is. 

The merry men apart - who, save for Friar 
Tuck (Mark Addy) lack impact and 
dialogue - the cast is strong; Issac, full of 
spite and resentful of his brother Richard; 
his henchman, Godfey (Mark Strong), 
treacherous and disloyal; William 
Marshall (William Hurt) the scheming 
politician. 

Scott’s direction (supported by Crowe) is 
first class. The attention to detail 
immaculate from mediaeval castle to 
rural, daily life; the camerawork 
outstanding whether in the woods or on 
the beach, and the battle scenes astonish 
- Scott’s sense of scale knows no bounds. 
Verdict: 

At 140 minutes the film is a little too long 
and the dialogue (by Brian Helgeland), 
and accents leave room from 
improvement. But, minor gripes apart, 
the new Robin Hood is a rare breed - a 
remake not to be missed. 8/10.
